country has becu Increasing in extent and 
variety for several years, but (he most slrik- 
mg illustration of general ignorance on this 
important subject is shown by the fact that 
nearly the entire product of our silk mills is 
still represented by the retailer as of Eu- 
ropean manufacture. 
This certainly speaks 


well for our producers pn this side of the 
water, while it may not tend to a lofty sen- 
timent of regard for the dealers. 'With 
the view of enlightening the public upon 
tbis theme the secietary of the Silk Associ- 
ation of America lias published a work upon 
the "Silk Goods of America," which con- 
tains much valuable infoiniallon In regard 
to the progress made in the past fuw years 
The nianfaclure of silk In this country was 
first successfully Inaugurated here about 
forty years ago, ullhougli Its best best work 
has been done within a compaialively re- 
cent period. Tbe causes which led to tbis 
result weie the war of tbe rebellion, which 
checked the Importation of foreign goods, 
aud then Ibe peiiod of financial depiession! 
which reduced the purchase of fyieign silks 
and allowed onr manufacturer to compete 
with them In the cheaper lines of goods, 
lien tbe prompt introduction of the power 
loom gave us a remarkable advantage over 
our slowsr transatlantic neighbors; and, 
last but not least, the continuance of thu 
tariff policy has conducted greatly to the 
rapid strides made in the direction of belter 
and cheaper goods. 
The importation of 


raw silk into this country lias Increased 
from 738,331 pounds in 1870 to 1,590,033 
pounds iu 1878. This Is the best possible 
index of the rapid advance of tbe industry 
under consideration, and indicate:! an in- 
crease ot mauufacluring facilities of more 
than 100 per cent. In a period of eight years. 
In the matter of sewing silk and machine 
twist, European manufacturers have been 
entirely crowded from tbe market, and 
American machine twist is soon to be in- 
troduced into foreign countries, with the 
conviction that it can be sold at a profit. 
In regard to American dress goods, the ad- 
vance has been equally creditable, the al- 
most universal opinion being that they »re 
better that the imported, while some go so 
far as to declare the belief that the Sress 
goods of this country will, at the end of an- 
other decade, bear a higher reputation than 
those made anywhere else iu tbe world. All 
the ribbons now sold in America are man- 
ufactured here, with the exception of one 
or two inferior grades. 
American fringes 


are everywhere recognized as the best, and 
the manufacture of silk handkerchiefs has 
increased, in tbe past live years, as many 
fold. The imports ol silk manufactures at 
New York decreased more than one-third 
from 1081 to 1878. 
These are only a few 


of the more salient facts, which lead us to 
tha conclusion that' the silk Industry will 
not only be domesticated in this country, 
but will ultimately become an Impoitant 
factor in the commerce of the world.

history of the electric telegraph in England 
is given in connection with a skelch of its 
first engineer. An experimental line was 
run ou tlje Great Western Railway from 
London to Slough, but was litle used. The 
full scope of the telegraph's utility was then 
hardly dreamed of, its practical use being 
confined almobl entirely to railway signal- 
ling. The signals to be transmitted were 
fuw iu number, and the old system of sema- 
phores was preferred to the electric Innova- 
tion. The lino proved of so little servico 
iu fact that the company actually ordered 
its removal as an limumbranco, Just at 
this time a murili-r was comniittcd at Slough. 
A polica agent, starting for London, sent a 
mebsage over the wire instructing ihe au- 
thorities lo lake note of a man in Quaker 
dress. The man was seen and watched un- 
til a warrant could be procured. He was 
then arrested, and subsequently tried and 
convicted. This practical Illuslratlon ofits 
great value gavu tbe electric telegraph In 
.England an impetus that made its fortune, 
and thereafter Us adoption and exlention 
was rapid. 


—To convince various scientific skeptics 


In regard to certain events of Biblical narra- 
tive, Abbe Moigno, cdilor of Acs Mondes, 
of Paris, proposes fitting out an archiuologi- 
cal expedition lo scaicli for the remains of 
the Egyptian cavairy, buried in tbe Red Sea, 
His belief is that these remains can be 
fouud by digging for Uicin, and that the ac- 
tion of tho salt iu which they are buried 
must have kept them in a good state of pre- 
servation. 


—Majoi J. W. Powell, who has given 


much attention to Indian mythologies,Buds 
the philosophy of rain and snow entertained 
among certaiu tribes a peculiar one. Ac- 
coi ding to the Shoshones, a monster serpent- 
god coils its back against tbe ice of which 
the firmament is made, and rubs off flakes, 
which fall as snow in winter, ant! melt lo 
foim raiti in summer. Tbe Oralbl believes 
that an upper god makes rain by dipping 
feathers in Hie lakes of the sky and sprink- 
ling the earth ; but in winter t lie god crush- 
es the ice of Hie i.ky-lakes and flings It down 
as snow. 


—A German engineer lias discovered on 


the site of ancient Pcrgamos (now Ber- 
garna), in Asiatic Turkey, over two hun- 
dred statues and pieces of sculpture be- 
longing to Ihe best period of Greek art. 
These works are mainly from a te'mple to 
Athena on the slle of the Acropolis. They 
include Ihe altar, a colossal Laocoon, ficures 
of Eros, of two reclining females, of many 
Roman ladies, of satyrs and trltons, together 
with a highly ornamental fiieile and base of 
a pedestal supporting a statue of Zeus, aud 
adorned with representations of the deities' 
of the elements.
